Senator Allison in the 1945 
Legislature voted for the Quinn 
bill to enlarge the State High- 
way Commission from four — 
10 members and to change the 
road construction policy from 
one of state-as-a-whole interest 
to one of satisfying narrow local 
interests. The then Governor, 
Phil M. Donnelly, vetoed this. 
bill in a strong message. 

Senator Allison was absent from 
the Senate when the vote was 
taken on the next effort to upset 
the traditional state road policy 
in 1947. That was a resolution for 
the submission of an amendment 
to the Constitution for an in- 
crease in the gasoline tax from 2 
cents per gallon to 314 cents, one- 
half cent of the increase to be al- 
lotted to political county courts 
throughout the state to build and 
maintain purely local roads. Alli- 
son did not oppose the resolution 
any time during the legislative 

roceedings. It was passed by the 

egislature but was defeated at 

the polls in the 1948 election by a 

heavy majority. 

In the 1949 Legislature Sen- 
ator Allison voted fer Gov. 
th’s bill to double the gas- 
- tax, to increase it from 2 
cents per gallon to 4 cents, with 
one cent of the increase appor- 
oned to the counties for local 

roads, and with a provision that 
the roads could be constructed 
by the political county courts. 
That bill passed by the Legisla- 
ture, will be submitted te the 
voters at a special referendum 
election set for April 4. Allison 
joined in an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to deprive the voters of 
an opportunity to accept or re- 
ject the law.

Non-Partisan for 29 Years. 

The Highway Commission in its 
present form was created by the 
Legislature in 1921 after the peo- 
ple had voted $60,000,000 in bonds 
as the initial step toward the 
construction of a state road sys- 
tem. It was made bi-partisan 
by law. In its 29 years the bi- 
partisan Commission has operated 
on a non-partisan basis. 

In that period it has con- 
structed nearly 18,000 miles of 
road in one state system at an 
expenditure of more than $500.- 
000,000. The system is recog- 
nized as one of the finest and 
most economically built in the 
country. There have been few 
even remote suspicions of favor- 
itism to contractors or politicians, 
and none proved. There never 
has been the slightest evidence 


of graft. 

It has been the policy of the 
state that revenue derived from 
the gasoline tax, automobile regis- 
trations and a few other minor 
sources, should be used entirely 
for a state system of connected 
highways, and that the building 
of local roads in the counties was 
solely a local responsibility to 
which the state would make no 
contribution.

IHousing Major Issue in Britain 


Party Boasting 


Of Its Accomplishments in Field 


Tories Compare Prewar Construction With 


Building Since 1945, Assail Emphasis on 
Government-Built Homes—Bevan Points 
to Million New Units, Cites Difficulties.

LONDON, Feb. 20. 


RITAIN's housing erisis has put the Labor government on the 


defensive. 


The question of who has done better in providing 


houses for the people—the Socialists in the last four and a half 
years or the Tories before them—has become a big issue in the 
political campaign that will end Thursday. 


Labor’s campaign strategy is to 
sfind on the record: 

By subsidizing food at great 
cost to the taxpayer; they have 
kept basic food prices low. 

By socializing medicine at great 
cost to the taxpayer they have 
given the nation “free” medicine 
—the most popular thing any 
British government ever had 


done. 

With the incalculable help of 
Marshall’ aid billions, they have 
kept practically everybody in a 
job. 


However, they haven't provided 
enough houses to go around. 
Aneurin Bevan who doubles in 
brass as Minister of Health and 
Housing said after about a your 
in office: 

J confidently expect that be- 
fore the next general election 
every family in Great Britain will 


have à separate house.” 


This has not happened, and 
many Englishmen are asking em- 
barrassing questions at political 
meetings. 

The two anti-Socialist parties, 
the Conservatives and the Liber- 
als, have been quick to exploit 
this grievance. 

Conservatives’ . Figures. 

According to Conservative par- 
ty figures, there are 467,289 appli- 
cants on the waiting list for 
houses, compared to 312,164 in 
1945. The Tories say they got 
these figures in a survey of 48 
principal towns with a total popu- 
lation of 7,500,000. When you 
ask for confirmation or denial of 
these figures from the Ministry 
of Housing, the reply is that no 
figures are available. 

These waiting lists, incident- 
ally, are for government-built 
houses, since that is practically 
the only kind of house that can 
be had in England now. (The 
Government has assumed such a 
monopoly position that now only 
one house in 10 can be built by 
a private builder. Actvally, not 
even one in 10 is being built pri- 
vately, because the Government 
has done everything in its power 
to discourage such building. Be- 
fore a contractor or an individual 
can build a house. here he must 
get a government permit. Once 
he has the permit, he is limited 
on what he can spend. A pri- 
vately built house cannot cost 
$5200, whereas — 
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Government, using the taxpayer's 
money, spends up to $7,280 on a 
house. 

Bevan, an interview with 
the Daily Herald (Labor), put the 
best light possible on the Govern- 
ment’s record. He said more than 
1,000,000 homes have been pro- 
vided since Labor came to power 
in 1945. This, he said, is far 
more than the 750,000 dwellings 
which the Tories estimated would 
provide a house for every sep- 
arate family. 


Prewar Figures Cited, 

The Tories came back, how- 
ever, with the fact that of these 
million homes only 623,000 repre- 
sent permanent housing. They 
pointed to the fact that in the last 
two years before the war 621,446 
homes were built or nearly as 
many in two years as the Social- 
ists have built in four and a half 
years. They made even sharper 
comparison when they pointed to 
the fact that the Socialists plan 
to build only 175,000 homes in 
1950 compared to the 340,878 
provided under the Tory govern- 
ment in 1938. 

Bevan has one argument, how- 
ever, which holds water. He says 
the Tories didn’t have the stag- 
gering problem of -war damage 
repair in 1938 that the Socialists 
inherited after the last war. He 
says if the Socialists had not had 
to repair 775,000 homes and bring 
back into use another 142,000 
that were empty, they could 
have built almost 150,000 more 
new houses. Impartial observers 
with no axes to grind agree with 
Bevan. 

There undoubtedly is a good 
deal in Bevan's argument that the 
long waiting list for houses stems 
partly from “demand” and not 
“need.” 

Said Bevan: Many people who 
already have a home of their own 


would like a new council (govern- 


ment-built) house.” 
He also said that before the 
war “poverty concealed the real 


Continued on Page 7, Column 1.

The Puzzle of Food 
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While housewives are paying 350 times as. 


much, the Government has been trying to sell a 
mountain of potatoes at one-hundredth of a cent 
a pound—for export. While two-thirds of the peo- 
ple of the world are hungry for food, nobody 
will buy these potatoes. While it may cost $80,- 


- 000,000 to $100,000,000 to do so. the Government 


is now selling them back to the farmers at 1/100- 


cent a pound, dyed blue so they can be used 


only for fertilizer or livestock feed. And forced 
reduction in the output of crops impends in the 
United States while the world hungers for even 
more than is being produced now. 

Why are such things allowed to happen in a 
supposedly sensible world? And not only al- 
lowed, but actually arranged that way? And not 
only with respect to a mountain of potatoes— 


but mountains also of cotton, wheat, flaxseed, 


linseed oil, dried eggs, wool, dry beans, 
meats, and peanuts? 1 8 

The Government paid 2½ billion dollars for 
these mountains of crops, on top of à billion dol- 
lars it paid to farmers in price supports for the 
same products. Meanwhile, millions are hungry 
in India, China and parts of Latin America; and 
among large sections of Western Europe the diet 
is low. 

Panic measures were taken in the 1930s. Sur- 
plus nations dumped their products in foreign 
countries at cut-throat prices, provoking retalia- 
tion in kind. At home they destroyed food and 
paid farmers to refrain from farming. Nations 
with food deficiencies subsidized their farmers 
in raising foodstuffs formerly bought from 
abroad. Surplus and deficiency nations alike 
set up limits on imports. The results were that 
unemployment became epidemic throughout the 
world and hungry nations became hungrier. 

There were ample reasons why this disastrous 
chain of events should not have been allowed to 
run its course in the 308. There are still more 
good reasons now. One of them is that the best 
way to contain Communism, it is pretty gen- 
erally agreed, is to improve the standard of liv- 
ing in countries that are in danger of being 
taken over by Russia. Another is that one of the 
best ways to promote, democracy is to foster 
development of the backward countries jof the 
world, as President Truman's Point Four pro- 


posal recognizes. : 
Is the situation bound to deteriorate into ulti- 


mate disaster? It is not, if the world’s food can | 


be fairly distributed. To make that distribution 
possible, agricultural experts from the United 
States, the United Kingdom, Chile, India and 
Australia sat down together last year under the 
auspices of the FAO and drew up a plan for a 
world food bank. The bank would be financed 
by all the member nations and would buy sur- 
pluses from glutted nations, sell them to deficit 
nations, and hold the currency paid by the pur- 
chasing nation until it could be exchanged for 
other currencies or other surpluses. . 

When the FAO met last November to vote on 
adopting the plan, President Truman addressed 
it. He said co-operation through FAO to bring 
enough food to all countries would further “our 
common objective of a stable and peaceful 
world.” <A few days later the United States 
scuttled the world food bank proposal by an- 
nouncing that it declined to take part. 

Many reasons were advanced for the decision. 
The plan might increase the distressed countries’ 
debts. It might defer the day when they would 
balance their trade. It might further soften their 
currencies. It might create a two-price system. 
It might lead countries to curtail their normal 
purchases. It might invite the diversion of sur- 
plus food back into commercial channels. In 
general, the objection was raised that the plan 
was faulty and inadequate. But however much 
so it might be, it was not as faulty as letting dis- 
aster run its course. 

The world’s food cannot be equalized without 
the help of the biggest producer, the United 
States. If Washington is unwilling to do it 
through the plan proposed by FAO, it has an 
obligation to tell the world how it would be will- 
ing to do it.

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Television's Long Freeze 

Cities that are waiting hopefully for new 
television stations, or more stations, apparently 
must wait a good deal longer. Chairman Wayne 
Coy says the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion will not end its “freeze” on television until 
late summer, at least. And it's been a long 
time without a thaw. 

Nineteen months ago the FCC decided not to 
issue permits for any more television stations. 
The stations which appeared after that date 
actually got operating permits long before. 
Meanwhile, 365 applications for new permits 
have been allowed to pile up before the FCC. 

The commission stopped issuing licenses be- 
cause it suddenly found that the request for 
stations was greater than the room for them 
in the airways. It also had discovered that the 
present 12 television channels permitted inter- 
ference between stations. And it was face to 
face with demands to license, color television.

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Repetition of the Mindszenty Case? 

It may be only coincidence but the similarities 
between the court proceedings in the cases of 
Robert A. Vogeler and Cardinal Mindszenty are 
remarkable. 

Both were charged with treason in Hungary. 
Both were prosecuted by the Communist regime 
in Budapest. Both pleaded guilty. The Ameri- 
can said he used his post with the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. as a front behind 
which he worked against the Hungarian Govern- 
ment. The Cardinal said more or less the same 
thing with respect to his high place in the Cath- 
olie church.

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Bigots and the Press 

Criticism of its racist policies is getting under 
the skin of Dr. Malan's Nationalist government 
in South Africa. And the reaction is just what 
might be expected from a regime which was 
distressingly frank in its admiration of the Ger- 
man Nazis. Members of the Malan Cabinet 
especially Eric Louw, Minister of Economic Af- 
fairs and most outspoken of the Malanazi propa- 
gandists—have been making more and more 
frequent speeches about cracking down on the 
newspapers. And now they have made a mo- 
tion to set up a Commission of Inquiry into the 
South African Press. 

No matter where, an honest press need never 
fear an honest investigation. But it is all too 
clear from their speeches that the Nationalists 
have more in mind than a look into charges of 
newspaper monopoly and the like. They have 
been accusing South African‘ reporters of be- 
ing “unpatriotic,” and foreign correspondents 
of being “unfair” when these have refused to 
pass along Government propaganda and have 
published facts, instead. * 

There have been various suggestions for con- 
trolling the press and for forcing it to serve 
South Africa's “honor.” The proposed investi- 
gation looks like the first step in this direction, 
But before the Government takes that step, it 
might review the warning of The Economist:

Haunting Portrait of a Child 


THE SHADOW AND THE ROCK, by Richard Mason, 

(The Macmillan Co., 298 pgs., $3.) 

Some fascinating charactere make their 
way through these pages. Mr. Mason is a 
young English author whose first novel, 
“The Wind Cannot Read,” received good 
reviews. He is extraordinarily ‘skillful at 
drawing detestable people, and there is 
something generic about their detestable- 
ness, so that the reader can recognize at 
least one old acquaintance in every obnox- 
ious character.

The only alternative to this 
disillasionment, the argument 
goes, is for the United States to 
de prepared to yield in its posi- 
tion on atomic control, make fool- 
hardy concessions for agreement's 
sake, and abdicate its moral su- 
periority in the world’s eyes. 

Thé Russians would likely seize 
on such a gesture as one of ap- 
peasement and start actions which 
would raise ever more fears, it is 
contended. 

Effect on Other Nations. 

The effect on other nations of 
such ‘talks would be two-fold. It 
might allay war anxieties on one 
‘hand but stimulate fear that 
United States was preparing to 
let its friends down by reiterating 
into isolationism as it did after 
World War I. 

This school of thought also in- 
terprets Russian silence on recent 
proposals made in the Senate for 
global. Marshall plans and disarm- 
ament as indicating the Kremlin 
is not too happy about the debate 
here. It is figured that the Rus- 


sians hope the United States will)
